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Central Utah Project officials 
said last week that as far as they 
are concerned the proposed 
Jordanelle Reservoir site is a good 
one and the dam and reservoir will 
be built there. 

“My boss told me to say this is 
the spot for the Jordanelle,’’ said 
Reed Olsen. “We are proceeding 
with plans to build it here.” 

Olsen, along with R.N. Jiaco- 
letti, chairman of the Jordanelle 
Policy Advisory Committee, led a 
group of people on,a tour of 
alternate sites for the Tardanelle

Olsen's boss. is Kirt Carpenter, 
the director of the Central Utah 
Project. Olsen said all CUP plans 
are moving forward with the 1985 
date in mind.
